Our  “Stunted”  Tomato  Plants 

These  plants  are  exactly  the  opposite  to  hothouse  or  frame-grown  plants. 
They  are  grown  in  the  open  fields,  where  the  soil  is  exceedingly  poor.  The  early, 
cool  temperatures  permit  only  a slow  growth,  and  the  thin  soil  forces  them  to 
produce  a thick  cluster  of  roots.  They  are  very  hardy,  extremely  short- jointed, 
and  quite  free  from  disease. 

When  they  are  transplanted  to  good  soil,  they  grow  with  a rush,  but  the 
short-joint  characteristic  remains  with  them.  They  produce  much  more  fruit 
in  proportion  to  size  of  bush  than  ordinary  plants,  and  are  also  much  earlier — 
their  fruits  are  ripe  when  profits  are  good. 

We  can  ship  plants  from  early  May  to  June  15.  We  must  have  all  orders 
well  in  advance,  as  we  plant  just  enough  seed  to  fill  our  orders.

Yields  a heavy  crop  without  much  culti- 
vation. One  good  harrowing  just  before  the  vines  start  to  “jump**  is  enough  for  the 
season,  as  the  rapid  growth  soon  causes  the  leaves  to  shade  the  soil.  Weeds  and  grasses 
are  unable  to  make  a start. 

This  is  one  of  the  easiest  crops  to  grow,  and  it  is  frequently  very  profitable,  as  the 
original  investment  is  low  and  the  cultivation  is  next  to  nothing.

Our  Onion  Plants  are  grown  under  the  same  conditions  as  our  cabbage  plants.  Poor 
soil  and  low  temperatures  tend  to  develop  big  root  clusters  and  make  the  plants  extremely 
hardy.  Just  as  soon  as  they’re  planted  in  good  soil,  the  bunches  of  roots  take  hold  and 
grow  at  a really  marvelous  rate. 

You  can  put  these  specially  grown  plants  in  the  ground  just  as  soon  as  you’d  ordinarily 
plant  seed  or  sets.  This  early  planting  means  that  you’ll  get  earlier  crops  of  fully  devel- 
oped Onions,  and  it  likewise  means  that  the  Onions  will  be  larger,  since  the  cool  growing 
season  is  so  much  prolonged. 

We  offer  Prizetaker  and  Bermuda — both  of  them  excellent,  and  both  sure  to  bring 
big  prices.  They  develop  great  big  bulbs  that  weigh  frequently  three  to  four  pounds.  The 
difference  is  largely  in  the  shape,  and  you  should  select  the  sort  your  market  demands 
Shipping  season  December  i to  May  i.
